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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . Figures 1 -2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art-- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 1 -1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , line 5, the term "the mean amplitude" lacks antecedent basis 
as set forth in claims 11,12. 

Claims 2-1 0, 1 3 are rejected by virtue of their dependency. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements 
of this title. 
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4. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as not falling within one of the four 
statutory categories of invention. Supreme Court precedent 1 and recent Federal Circuit 
decisions 2 indicate that a statutory "process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 must (1) be tied to 
another statutory category (such as a particular apparatus), or (2) transform underlying 
subject matter (such as an article or material) to a different state or thing. While the 
instant claim recites a series of steps or acts to be performed, the claim neither 
transforms underlying subject matter nor positively ties to another statutory category 
that accomplishes the claimed method steps, and therefore does not qualify as a 
statutory process. Method including steps of "computing a mean amplitude 
"multiplying the mean amplitude ..." and responding is of sufficient breadth that it would 
be reasonably interpreted as a series of steps completely performed mentally, verbally 
or without a machine. The Applicant has provided no explicit and deliberate definitions 
of "receiving" to limit the steps to the electronic form of the "method," shown a printout 
of an paper question about §101, mentally stepping through the §101 analysis, recalling 
In re Bilski, and telling the person who had the question his or her opinion. The physical 
elements should be provided in the claims to perform the steps of the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements 
of this title.

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Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 1-16 are drawn to an algorithm, per se, 
or program performing such or medium resulting form such. Claim to processes that do 
not nothing more than solve mathematical problems or manipulate abstract ideas or 
concepts are non-statutory. If the "act" of a claimed process manipulate only numbers, 
abstract concepts or ideas, or signals representing any of the foregoing, the acts are not 
being applied to appropriate subject matter. Schrader, 22 F.3d at 294-95.30 USPQZd 
at 1458-59. Thus, a process consisting solely of mathematical operations without some 
claimed practical applications drawn to non-statutory subject matter. In the case, the 
claims merely recite steps of "computing a mean amplitude "multiplying the mean 
amplitude ..." without any practical application being recited. 

The feature of the invention that would render the claimed subject matter 
statutory if recited in the claim is to include data input to the system and how it is 
measured and converted to the desired data. This would place the claims into a so- 
called "safe harbor" by requiring a physical act outside a computer (the physical input of 
speech and subsequence change of physical attributes thereof). 

Another option would be to add limitations that indicate the practical use of the 
resultant data in an overall system. 

For the claimed process to be statutory, the claim must either: (A) result in a 
physical transformation outside the computer for which a practical application is either 
disclosed in the specification or would have been known to a skilled artisan (pre- 
computer or post-computer process activity), or (B) be limited to a practical application. 
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Conclusion
